the practical applications. does not treat the in- 
exhaustible range” educational theory and practice. The emphasis 
the social aspects, but controlling these the last end 
the individual.

The Supernatural Not Proper Field Scientific Research 


Probably the strangest condemnation the Encyclical directed 
against those who, confusing the natural and the supernatural, would 
bring the bar experiment and research such peculiarly super- 
natural urges the priestly vocation and the workings grace. 
The Encyclical says: 


But what worse the claim, not only vain but false, irreverent, 
and dangerous, submit research, experiment, and conclusions 
purely natural and profane order, those matters education 
which belong the supernatural order; as, for example, questions 
priestly religious vocation, and, general, the secret work- 
ings grace which indeed elevate the natural powers, but are 
infinitely superior them, and may nowise subjected physical 
laws, for “The Spirit breatheth where will” (p. 21).

The Positive Emphasis 


Much what has been said far relates the negative aspects 
the condemnations. There need for positive 
statement those correct principles and ideas that underlie the 
formation the true Christian, “the supernatural man who thinks, 
judges and acts constantly and consistently accordance with right 
reason illumined the supernatural light the example and 
teaching Christ; other words, use the current term, the 
true and finished man character” (p. 32). 

This the positive statement what our end and object is. 
need follow out into all its positive ramification though shall 
perhaps necessarily refer some further negative aspects, for example 
relation family life. 


The Final End Man Controlling 


Perhaps one the most persistent ideas Encyclical’s dis- 
cussion education the final end man. This 
central. determines the objective education, necessarily related 
the means, and the determining factor deciding the educational 
mission the social institutions engaging education: Church, family, 
and State.

The Climax: The End and Object Christian Education 


The whole Encyclical moves were final climax, the end 
and object Christian education: topic the greatest importance, 
that is, the true nature Christian education, deducted from its 
proper end” (p. 32). This proper end is, co-operation with divine 
grace, form the perfect Christian. This the supernatural man 
referred above, the man character. expressed theological 
terms the formation Christ Himself those regenerated 
baptism, the living the supernatural life Christ, and manifesting 
all our actions. This the Christian life, the object Christian 
education. This the life virtue, this the life grace. This 
the life the followers Christ, those who imitate Christ, who take 
literally that “He the way, the truth, and the life.” 

This emphasis the supernatural end education carried 
out throughout the Encyclical the constant and inevitable associa- 
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tion the word Christian with the word education. What the Pope 
concerned with Christian education, the education Christians 
for the end and purpose for which God’s blessing was 
child begotten. the section which education general 
discussed without the word “Christian” prefix, said: “Since 
education consists essentially preparing man for what must 
and for what must here below, order attain the sublime 
end for which was created, clear that there can true 
education which not wholly directed man’s last end” (p. 3). And 
consequently use the “double negative” the Pope there can 
ideally perfect education which not Christian education.

Not only the 
proper mission, the area faith and morals where the Church shares 
the Divine Magisterium, but every other kind human learning and 
instruction the Church has the independent right make use them, 
and decide what harmful Christian education, because among 
other reasons, “every form instruction, less than every human 
action, has necessary connection with man’s last end.”

XIII puts this way: “By nature parents have right the train- 
ing their children, but with this added duty that the education 
and instruction the child accord with the end for which 
God’s blessing was begotten” (p. 11). The mission the State 
accord with the rights conferred upon God “to promote 
the common temporal welfare”; and there will co-ordination 
the particular end the three societies family, Church, civil society 
which man born. the function the State the 
order nature protect the child, promote foster instruction 
youth, and when necessary supplement that instruction. The 
achievement the missions the Church and the family decided 
help the State the achievement its temporal mission. 


VII. Education the Family, State, and Church 


view the fact that the mission educate given three 
necessary are distinct from one another yet har- 
moniously combined education essentially social and not mere 
individual activity. The Encyclical thus words the relationship: 


the first place cames the family, instituted directly God 
for its peculiar purpose, the generation and formation offspring; 
for this reason has priority nature and therefore rights 
over civil society. Neverthless, the family imperfect society, 
since has not itself all the means for its own complete devel- 
opment; whereas civil society perfect society, having itself 
all the means for its peculiar end, which the temporal well-being 
the community; and so, this respect, that is, view the 
common good, has pre-eminence over the family, which finds 
its own suitable temporal perfection precisely civil society. 

The third society, into which man born when, through baptism, 


receives the divine life grace, the Church; society 
the supernatural order and the universal extent; 
society, because has itself all the means required for its 
end, which the eternal salvation mankind; hence supreme 
its own domain (p. 4). 


The Educational Mission the Church 


The Church’s pre-eminent place education based the 
expressed mission and supreme authority the supernatural order, 
“Going therefore teach all nations, baptizing them the name 
the Father, and the Son, and the Holy Ghost, teaching them 
observe all things whatsoever have commanded you, and behold 
with you all days, even the consummation the world” 5), 

The Church, also its supernatural motherhood generates, nurtures, 
and educates souls the divine life grace with her sacraments, her 
doctrines, and her ritual. may use all other knowledge and in. 
struction and, above all, may decide which may help ham 
Christian education. She has full right promote letters, arts, sciences, 
and all learning far necessary helpful Christian 
tion. The work performed the Church this field has been 
immense benefit individuals, families, and nations. The 
right over the entire education all schools extends not 
only direct religious instruction but all instruction 
religion and morality are concerned. should noted how 
carefully the rights the Church are defined the addition such 
modifying clauses the one just quoted. 


Harmony the Educational Missions the Three Societies 


The pre-eminence the Church the Christian education 
humanity all nations harmony with the rights individuals 
and other societies. All should work together and co-operate. The 
Pope says: 


This the more true because the rights the family and the 
State, even the rights individuals regarding just liberty the 
pursuit science, methods science and all sorts profane 
culture, not only are not opposed this pre-eminence the 
Church, but are complete harmony with it. The fundamental 
reason for this harmony that the supernatural order, 
the Church owes her rights, not only does not the least destroy 
the natural order; which pertain the other rights mentioned, but 
elevates the natural and perfects it, each affording mutual aid 
the other, and completing manner proportioned its 
respective nature and dignity. The reason because both come 
from God, who cannot contradict Himself: The works 
are perfect and all His ways are judgments (p. 9). 


The Church Educational Environment 

The Church’s educational work also part the environment 
the child.

VIII. The Family’s Right Educate 


The inviolable right the family educate children 
with the common sense mankind and recognized legal 
sions, such the United States Supreme Court decision the 
Oregon case. This right thus phrased the Encyclical: 


The family therefore holds directly from the Creator the 
and hence the right educate the offspring, right 
because inseparably joined the strict obligation, right 
any right whatever civil society and the State, and 
fore inviolable the part any power earth (p. 10). 


The obligation the parents extends all education, 
moral, physical, and civic. While the State has often violated 
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rights parents, the Church has ever been the protector defender 
this right always recognizing the family’s inviolable natural right 
educate the children and placing the disposal families her 
office teacher and educator. 


The Lamentable Decline Family Life 


The famfly the first natural and necessary element the educa- 
disciplined Christian family furnishes the basis for sound Christian 
education, but our contemporary situation the Pope feels necessary 
point out the present-day lamentable decline family life and that, 
while long and careful study devoted preparation for offices and 
professions transitory and earthly life, parents have little 
preparation for their responsibilities the family, particularly the 
education children. 

The declining influence the domestic environment evidenced 
the custom sending children away from home tender ages. And 
one country children are actually torn from the bosom the 
family formed, rather deformed depraved, godless 
schools and associations. 


The Right Use Parental Authority 


Parents should careful about the right use the authority 
given them God, whose vicars real sense they are, promote 
the education and welfare the children. The authority not given 
for the parents’ own advantage, but for the child’s. 


IX. The School Social Educational Institution 


The school became necessary social institution the family 
became unequal the task and the younger generation needed 
trained the arts and sciences for the advantage and prosperity 
civil society. through the school that the individual most 
keenly aware the State factor his educational environment. 
While the school thus conceived actually instrument the 
State. The relationship the school instrument the three 
societies the family, the State, and the Church needs kept 
mind theology education. The school owed its existence the 
initiative the family and the Church long before was undertaken 
the State. must keep this relationship mind the oper- 
ation schools. The school social institution must not only 
not opposition the Church, and the family, but must posi- 
tive accord with them and form with them perfect moral union, 
constituting one sanctuary education, were, with the family 
and the Church. The school under ideal conditions the instrument 
all three societies. 

Thus conceived, the school will necessarily related achieving 
the purposes the end man, and all three societies will mutually 
co-operative helping each individual achieve his end. 


The Neutral and the Mixed School 


“neutral” school which religion excluded necessarily in- 
complete and not only incomplete but has strong tendency become 
The school which students are provided with 
proper religious instruction, but receive other lessons common 
with non-Catholic pupils from non-Catholic teachers, does not fulfill 
this harmony relationship among the three social institutions.

The Wider Interests the Church Education 


Though “faith and morals” the proper object its mission, the 
Church interested everything that affects that mission, e.g., every 
other kind human learning and instruction. This common patrimony, 
individuals and society, the Church, has independent right 
use and decides what may helpful harmful Christian 
education. matter fact, all human action and all instruction has 
significance for man’s final end. The Church’s interest more fully 
stated: 


the inalienable right well the indispensable duty 
the Church, watch over the entire education her children, 
all institutions, public private, not merely regard the 
religious instruction there given, but regard every other branch 
learning and every regulation insofar religion and morality 
are concerned (p. 7). 


These rights the Church way interfere with the rights 
the family nor the State, but rather reinforce them. This perhaps 
best illustrated for our purpose the attitude toward the State. 
The Pope says: 


Nor does interfere with the regulations the State, because 
the Church her motherly prudence not unwilling that her 
schools and institutions for the education the laity keep- 
ing with the legitimate dispositions civil authority; she 
every way ready co-operate with this authority and make 
provision for mutual understanding, should difficulties arise (p. 7).

The fundamental 
reason for this harmony that the supernatural order, which 
the Church owes her rights, not only does not the least destroy 
the natural order; which pertain the rights mentioned, but 
elevates the natural and perfects it, each affording mutual aid 
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the other, and completing manner proportioned its 

respective nature and dignity. The reason because both come

YHE vocation least understood the 
Catholic Church today that the 
religious Brother. This lack knowledge 
understandable layman but in- 
comprehensible religious Sister priest. 
Yet such would seem the case. the 
thousands Sisters and priests the United 
States, probably more than one 500 ever 
think the possibility the Brotherhood 
desirable vocation. And although such 
statement undemonstrable statistically, 
can shown substantially true. Were 
not true there would far more Brothers 
working the Church today. These potential 
Brothers are not religion simply because 
that has never been made known 
generally given proper recognition 
advisers youth. 


Beginnings Vocations 


general rule vocations are fostered 
and entouraged the teachers the elemen- 
tary and secondary schools, the vast majority 
which are conducted Sisters. the 
prospective candidate girl, she urged 
join particular Sisterhood; boy, the 
Priestly goal set before him. Rarely indeed, 
are two choices offered the boy young 
man. The priesthood alone held him 
the only vocation worthy his gifts. And, 
that the Sister knows recalls the

She 
frequently thinks (God forgive her) that since

faculties mental, physical, and spiritual 
anything short the priesthood waste. 
Yet, effect, that say that the Sister- 
hood itself fruitless. For not obvious 
that the work the Brother parallels the 
work the Sister every sense? That the 
Brother consecrates himself God religion 
with the same three vows poverty, chastity, 
and obedience does the Sister; and that 
the life Brother is, because the very 
“freedom” that has nature and custom, 
possibly more difficult than that the Sister? 

But every young man who aspires the 
religious life not necessarily designed 
God for the priesthood; more than has 
every personable young man the peculiar 
combination gifts that will make him 
first class doctor. The qualities that fit him 
become good doctor will not necessarily 
make him good engineer effective 
teacher. Nothing obvious life the 
differences the make-up men. The 
Church has recognized this truth for centuries. 
That why she has permitted such variety 
religious congregations; such variety the 
rules the various religious communities. 
The Church has long recognized that God, 
His wisdom, has planted different leanings, 
different bents, the hearts and 
this that His work will done the more 
effectively. Hospital work, for example, will 
appeal one whom the idea teaching 
would drudgery. life contemplation 
another whom active service 
the poor would unbearable cross. 
And the same token, life devoted the 


teaching boys and young men will appeal 
many other young men whom the idea 
parish work and the administration the 
sacraments woul intolerable burden. 
Thus the Brotherhood. 


Renowned Brothers 


Since the very earliest days the Church, 
Brothers have functioned necessary part 
its activity. The early monks were, for the 
most part, unordained, and some the 
greatest saints, including St. Benedict, St. 
Anthony, and St. Francis Assisi were not 
priests. our own day, and the memory 
many us, have the saintly Canadian, 
Brother André, the “Miracle man Mon- 
treal,” whose zeal and inspiring devotion 
St. Joseph (the first Brother the new 
dispensation), caused the erection the great 
shrine the crest Mount Royal. Thou- 
sands attest the miraculous power the 
prayers this humble Holy Cross Brother, 
whose heart now enshrined the Basilica 
where thousands pray for his speedy canon- 
ization. 


Give Boys Choice 


But the schools are not alone fostering 
vocations. The sermons delivered each year 
the parishes the country have very 
great influence sending young people 
the religious life. least one sermon and 
perhaps several talks the subject are made 
the pastor his assistants every year. Yet, 
unless Brothers are conducting the school over 
which the pastor has jurisdiction, the need for 
Brothers rarely mentioned. This some- 
times the case even where Brothers are actu- 
ally engaged. condition such this can, 
course, have but one result. Since knowl- 
edge the first requisite action, there can 
vocation the Brotherhood, and the 
zealous young man, whether fitted for 
not, will aim the highest vocation within 
his knowledge and the gift God—the 
priesthood. 

now this procedure has produced 
gratifying results, seen the splendid 
army priests the United States today. 
But has also resulted terrifying waste 
good vocational material. The mortality 
the seminaries the nation always has been 
extremely high; far too high when viewed 
from the standpoint work done 
the Church. Many these boys and young 
men who have spent years the seminary, 
only finally discover that they have not 
been chosen God for this office, are fre- 
quently rendered unfit psychologically for any 
other type religious life. Unless the grace 
God works special miracle their behalf, 
they may through life with deep sense 
frustration. 


Selective Service 


The recent war taught lesson the 
United States army the selection its 
personnel which might well applied the 
army God, the religious army. The armed 
forces established elaborate testing devices 
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determine the particular job which recruit 
was best fitted. These testing devices were 
encountered all along the line the advance- 
ment the candidate. And this that 
given position would filled the very best 
human material possible. While such tests were 
fallable, still they saved the military forces 
many costly and even irreparable errors. Such 


testing apparatus might applied profitably 


determining religious vocations even 
vocations one religious congregation 
another. this way many young men 
who may have real vocation the Brother- 
hood but who study for 
through misdirection, and who finally leave 
the seminary disillusioned, would not lost 
the religious life. 

Recently the writer received letter 
from the vocational director the Brothers 
Holy Cross which the latter said that 
more than fifty candidates would enter the 
novitiate the Congregation August, 1947. 
These young men know what they want. They 
know that they are not entering upon the 
first step toward the priesthood. They have 
divine attraction that high office but, 
the contrary, they have one educa- 
tional work the Church. These candidates 
are told specifically that they can never aspire 
the priesthood Holy Cross. They know, 
however, that the work upon which they are 
embarking the most important work 
the Church today, after that the admin- 
istration the sacraments—and they are 
content. for the supreme honor the 
priesthood (as viewed with worldly and secular 
eyes) the very fact that these young men 
have applied the Brotherhood for admission 
shows that they are devoid such worldly 
ambition. 


The Laborers Are Few 


Fifty new novices would seem large 
number. And is. may be, and probably is, 
the largest class ever enter Brothers’ 
novitiate one time the history the 
Church America. But large is, 
only very small number compared with 
those needed. There scarcely school con- 
number the teaching staff not composed 
laymen, with consequent drain sorely 
needed financial resources. There hardly 
community Brothers the United States 
that could not open ten high schools tomorrow 
they had the Brothers man them. And 
would rare community combined 
priests and Brothers who would not welcome 
many Brothers into their establishments, 
take care the scores activities that must 
now filled lay people. 


For High Schools 


The greatest need, however, for Brothers 
operate the Catholic high schools the 
nation. But may urged that the Sisters, 
who conduct the greater number these 
schools present, are doing very well 
this capacity. That undoubtedly true. But 
good pedagogy for Sisters exclusively 
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teach boys after the sixth grade? reason- 
able expect women understand and 
counsel the boy age when 
admittedly adolescent period? 
And what expert will say when the adolescent 
period begins and when ends? These ques- 
tions can answered best .asking another. 
Would considered sound pedagogy for 
men exclusively teach girls after the sixth 
grade? Obviously not. Yet there 
difference between this latter concept than 
that women can effectively guide boys and 
young men through the late elementary and 
high school periods. Education today, 
always has been, more than teaching the 
three “R’s.” training for living. 

The conclusion then, would seem 
obvious. The Church America needs thou- 
sands Brothers conduct the high schools 
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for boys this country. needs them als 
fill the hundred and one positions the 
various institutions that cannot filled 
effectively anyone else. But great this 
need is, these thousands Brothers will ma. 
terialize only the Brothers’ vocation 
presented religious young men 
able light, and conjointly with that the 
vocation the priesthood. These 
will materialize only that vocation raised 
the esteem the laity that its 
feminine counterpart, justly renowned 
Sisterhood. This desirable action will come 
for the most part from the Sisters, who will 
the first sense vocation because 
their peculiar position the schools, and 
the priests, who encourage vocations from the 
pulpit and who also foster 
religious direction.

How true that call the religious 
life not command, but God’s advice 
those sacrificing souls who wish more 
than one’s faith commands them do. 

Most girls who enter religion have been 
lively social leaders, Sodality sponsors, go- 
getters before they followed the divine call. 
Because conflicting ideas their parents, 
associates, friends many girls have had 
struggle order enter religion the 
following illustrates. 

One story told how the parents 
child promised her trip distant state, 


abroad she would relinquish her de- 


sires for the religious life. Because she re- 
mained steadfast and firm, she forfeited the 
trip which was transferred her younger, 
world-loving sister. 

Another one was offered section land, 
beautiful home, and wealthy husband, but 
this noise the world with its false allure- 
ments held attraction for her. They were 
left behind for life poverty and love for 
Christ and the brotherhood man. 

Parents admire the religious life, but they 
ward off the separation some scheme 
selfish motive. seldom happens that chil- 
dren are overurged enter religion. 
the contrary some parents compel their chil- 
dren attend co-educational schools, and 
urge them participate all social affairs, 
true test for their vocational aspirations. 
Can these schools justice deal effectively 
with the development heart reaching 
out for higher ideals? 

The following story was told girl 
who suffered many contradictions from her 
parents and friends when they discovered that 
she intended become Sister. 

This anxious soul, eager please her 
father, had fallen asleep after moistening her 
pillow with hot tears. Yes, she had resolved 
please her parents. She would abandon 
her call religion, enter society, and perhaps 
spite all, God would supply the longing 
her heart she obeyed the wise counsel 
her parents. They had nothing against the 
religious life, she knew that, but they could 
not stand the separation. 

With deep meditative thoughts this girl fell 
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asleep. short time, she was startled 
the heavenly maneuvers most extraor- 
dinary kind. this vast expanse blue 
she beheld the clouds like vaporous curtains 
open, and the heavens became arena 
social activities. Here she beheld the glaring 
lights the dance hall, and all feet attuned 
the gay strains lively music. Then the 
clouds shifted and closed like two immense 
curtains only reopen, and underneath the 
fiery beams dazzling lights novel carnival 
full swing and colorful splendor was 
enacted. 

Just these enticing, worldly scenes 
vanished, bugle sounded its shrill notes 
aimed summon the whole world atten- 
tion. The massive clouds gave place 
magnificent rainbow varied pastel hues, 
stretching semicircle across the sky. 
Silver clouds shaped like expanded wings and 
glowing with brilliant splendor contracted, and 
beauty Jesus stood manifesting power and 
dignity that words can hardly convey.

The call 
will make itself manifest and one should 
never pamper nor destroy lofty 
invitation. 

“Must one have lived surrounded 
strong religious atmosphere?” No. Cloisters 
and monasteries are made men and 
women from all walks life. Some the 
greatest saints, too, came from poor, lonely 
cottages, from towering castles fortified 
hills. not the home, but the heart that 
make good religious. 


Planning For Interracial Week 


Schools exert powerful influence every- 
one admits that. For centuries the Church has 
acted this knowledge and her enemies also, 
notably Russia, Mexico, Germany, and 
Italy, have confirmed the soundness the 
program aping her example for their hellish 
objectives. 

Last year some 123 American Catholic col- 
leges arranged special observances Inter- 
racial Week, order publicize the Church’s 
teaching race, counterattack the Com- 
munist campaign class struggle. wide field 
for activity lies before Catholic schools each 
level, for have this country more than 
8000 elementary schools, 2,000 secondary 
schools, and 300 colleges (including seminaries 
and normal schools), with total more 
than two and half million students. their 
teaching staffs priests, Sisters, Brothers, 
and laymen were all out for better race 
relations only one semester, the whole 
future would brighter. Were they con- 
centrate similar campaign for one week, 
much progress and enlightenment would result.

Dr. Theodore 
Brameld the University Minnesota has 
called this universal axiom: “Where peoples

About four hundred names covering all the states were selected 
and letters mailed them requesting personal information card 
kept file the editors’ office. this card recorded the 
name, position, school, and address the teacher, the grades 
teaches, how long has been using audio-visual aids, the kinds 
aids uses (films, slides, records), and how often uses these aids. 

After this information was received the co-operation each teacher 
was sought returning the evaluation blank shown herewith. 

The teachers reported the audio-visual devices they had actually 
used their classes and this helped others interested the same aids. 
Each month number evaluations were printed, rated according 
the code shown the evaluation blank. 

Many expressions appreciation have been received for this work, 
and words encouragement have shown the great need our Cath- 
schools for this information.

form today, they are not widely used 
the field formal religious instruction. 
Their place taken mainly charts, maps, 
models, pictures, and pictographs, and most 
recently projected pictures employing 
mechanical devices. 


Films Are Valuable 


The employment audio-visual aids 
teaching religion has not kept pace with 
their use teaching the secular branches 
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education. This mainly due lack 
familiarity with visual apparatus the part 
teachers religious education and the 
comparatively limited number subjects 
available either silent sound films. 
Happily this condition rapidly changing. 
Projectors both for film strips and for sound 
motion-picture films are being set our 
schools, and teachers who have been using 
them their regular classwork the school 
are willing and able employ them re- 
ligious instruction classes. 
teachers who have not received formal train- 
ing audio-visual education are offered spe- 
cial lectures and demonstrations this field 
Teachers’ Institutes and Catechetical 
training programs. One the main obstacles 
toward universal employment films and 
film strips teaching Christian doctrine 
hesitancy the part teachers use 
them along with their other visual techniques. 
Once this removed, will but matter 
time until our teachers religion will 
expertly familiar not only with the use but 
also with the basic pedagogical principles 
teaching means films. 

Familiarity with film strips and with the 
35mm. projector especially desirable 
the part our teachers. mechanical skill 
required operate the projector, and the 
initial cost the machine well within the 
limited means the average school re- 
ligion. The film strip, moreover, has certain 
advantages over the sound film explaining 
the truths ‘and practical principles Christian 
doctrine. the field Bible and Church 
history, however, the motion-picture film has 
definite possibilities because can portray 
scenes and characters with movement and 
force. hope that producers motion- 
picture films the field religious education 
will give more consideration treatment 
classroom units instruction lessons 
rather than general subjects religious 
nature. 


The Film Strip 


teaching Christian doctrine the subject 
matter abstract and its nature the- 
ological. requires patient explanation and 
clarification the part the teacher. The 
content the religion course not only 
learned but also transferred actual 
personal daily conduct. Herein lies the es- 
sential value the film strip that admits 
visualization with the guiding voice 
the teacher.

The pedagogical value film strips until 
recently has been based largely their use 
for review summary the unit 
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textbook. was felt that the teacher must 
first cover the textual matter and then review 
the lesson with the aid film strips 
slides. manual supplementing the film strip 
was thought necessary aid the 
teacher recognizing the various pictures 
and provide the needed additional content 
material. These, seems, are unfortunate 
limitations the educational value the 
film strip. number film strips produced 
various branches the armed services 
during the recent war have demonstrated that 
the film strip can made complete teach- 
ing unit—no manual needed and the 
film strip not intended merely for review. 
other words, the entire burden explain- 
ing subject can rest upon the film strip. 
Recent film strips the secular field edu- 
cation have followed this plan and purpose. 


Catechism Filmed 


The Visual Catechism, produced the 
Society for Visual Education, Inc., has taken 
over this principle for teaching religion. This 
series film strips based the revised 
edition the Baltimore Catechism and when 
completed will cover the entire field 
Christian doctrine: Apostles’ Creed, Com- 
mandments (now production), Sacraments, 
Sacrifice the Mass, Prayer and Means 
Grace. Part III the series, The Seven 
Sacraments, now completed, consisting 
nine separate film strips embracing the sacra- 
ments general, the seven sacraments, and 
sacramentals and indulgences.

This 
accomplished incorporating content matter 
which definitions, divisions, and explana- 
tions the lesson are written the film 
strips consecutively with pictures. 

The Visual Catechism makes use 
ligious art masterpieces present the histor- 
ical background the doctrine question, 
pictographs delineate divisions and dis- 
tinctions doctrinal material, and specially 
posed photographs depict present-day ap- 
plications the lesson. This series accom- 
panied special film strips containing test 
questions and answers covering the material 
the individual units. assist the teacher 
planning classes using film strips, special 
directions have been included each unit 
the series. 

Before bringing the religious instruction 
hour close, the practical application 
the lesson should completed informal 
discussion the part the pupils with 
guidance from the teacher. Individual 
bers the class may retell the main parts 
the lesson and recount the ways which 
can applied daily life. this way 
the film strip takes essential place teach- 
ing subject that needs every aid 
and technique taught with pleasure and 
profit. 


Blueprint for Audio-Visual Program 
Eldon 


Although many Catholic 
adopted audio-visual program and are 
benefiting from enriched curriculum, there 
still are those who have yet explore this 
more dynamic instructional aid that 
rapidly passing from brief adolescence 
into maturity.

San Francisco 


1847-1948 


Rt. Rev. Msgr. James Supt. Catholic Schools 


FRANCISCO city did not really 

exist until 1847. The foot what now 
Market Street, the main artery transporta- 
tion, was originally little cove called Yerba 
Buena. The first record non-Spanish 
stranger visiting the cove was made 1792, 
when English captain, Vancouver, dropped 
anchor there when came into San Francisco 
Bay. From 1824 on, English, French, and 
American trading ships stopped the inlet 
get hides and tallow from the Mexican and 
Indian settlers Mission Dolores, two miles 
distant. course the Franciscan missionaries 
had been the peninsula jutting into San 
Francisco Bay many years before and had 
established Mission Dolores June, 1776. 
They realized the great potentialities the 
area. Father Font 1774 wrote his diary 
that “the port San Francisco wonder 
have seen place that pleased well 
this. has every requirement for founding 
upon splendid city.” 

That “splendid city” the making lost its 
name Yerba Buena 1847 when, the 
order the alcalde, was named San Fran- 
cisco. that time, isolated was, 
contained only about dozen houses and not 
more than fifty permanent inhabitants. But 
then came the discovery gold. 
rattled his money bags, and straightway the 
world ran gather the falling pieces.” 
magic, humble adobes, the bleak sand hills, 
the cove Yerba Buena, were transformed 
the coming fortune hunters. Thousands 
traveled overland into the country promise; 
thousands ship from all parts the world. 


Coming Dominicans 


For quite different motive one ship, 
Columbus, having sailed from New York 
October 12, 1850, brought band white- 
clothed religious, Bishop Joseph Sadoc Ale- 
many, Father Vilarrosa, Mother Mary the 
Cross Goemaere, all Dominicans. San Fran- 
cisco, now grown pulsating city some 
forty thousand, received the new bishop with 
enthusiasm. 

What Doctor Herbert Bolton the 
University California says the begin- 
nings California equally true the 
coming the Dominicans: there need 
for romancing; the facts are more colorful 
than most fiction. Mother Mary the Cross 
Goemaere came without Sister companions 
start Catholic educational work the 
Pacific Coast. She came immediately after her 
profession, having volunteered while still only 
novice, answer Bishop Alemany’s ap- 
peal for missionary Sisters, made the 
Dominican Monastery the Cross Paris. 

The journey was arduous from 


Paris New York; from Aspinwall across 
the Isthmus Panama; thence San Fran- 
cisco. Upon her arrival, December 1850, 
Mother Mary went immediately Monterey, 
then the capital California, begin her 
work teaching. little adobe offered 
William Hartnell, Mother Mary opened 
school. This marked the beginnirfg modern 
California. 

This pioneer venture Monterey, St. Cath- 
erine’s Convent, flourished for four years. 
When the gold rush caused the population 
shift northward, Mother Mary transferred the 
school Benicia August, 1854. This was 
near the center activity San Francisco 
Bay. Then came the period expansion with 
the increase candidates for the Dominican 
Order. the invitation Bishop Alemany, 
four Sisters established school St. Rose 
Parish, San Francisco, 1862, St. Vin- 
cent’s Vollejo 1870, Stockton 1870, 
and several other elementary and high schools 
later dates. 


Jesuits Arrive 


The pioneer efforts Mother Mary and 
the Dominicans were emulated very shortly 
the Jesuits. Father Nobili, S.J., alone and 
under most unpromising circumstances, started 
the now well-known University Santa Clara, 
March 19, 1851. This school opened Santa 
Clara Mission under Father Nobili’s direction 
“with twelve pupils, two secular teachers, 
Indian serve cook, and respectable 
matron take care the house. From 
this pioneer Catholic college there developed 
two other Jesuit institutions San Francisco 
whose history has been one notable 
achievement since their beginning October 
15, 1855, the University San Francisco and 
St. Ignatius High School. 


Pioneer Education 


1851 another educational foundation was 
made the Sisters Notre Dame Namur 
San Jose not far distant from Father 
Nobili’s Santa Clara College. Other schools 


were established these Sisters during the 


pioneer period Alameda and San Fran- 
cisco opposite Mission Dolores. The school 
San Jose was the first within the present 
confines the archdiocese conducted 
Sisters. 

1852 the first parish school San 
Francisco, St. Vincent’s School, was opened 
the Daughters Charity St. Vincent 
Paul. This school was started connec- 
tion with the Roman Catholic Orphan Asylum 
the zealous and self-sacrificing pastor 
St. Patrick’s Parish, Father John Maginnis. 
not possible narrate briefly the inter- 
esting history the work this priest 


the fields welfare and education early 
San Francisco. Suffice say that Father 
Maginnis laid the foundation the parish 
school system San Francisco under con- 
ditions dire poverty and extreme hardship. 

The story other religious communities 
early San Francisco would far beyond 
the scope this article. However, nec- 
essary identify least those which are 
numbered among the pioneer educational com- 
munities, namely: the Sisters the Presenta- 
tion, 1854; the Sisters Mercy, 1854; the 
Brothers the Christian Schools, 1862; Sis- 
ters the Holy Names, 1868; Sisters the 
Holy Family, 1872; and Sisters St. Domi- 
nic Congregation the Queen the Holy 
Rosary, 1876. the present time these 
teaching communities have been joined 
the Brothers Mary, the Sulpicians, the 
Religious the Sacred Heart, the Sisters 
Charity the Blessed Virgin Mary, the 
Ursulines, the Sisters the Holy Cross, Sis- 
ters St. Joseph Carondelet, Sisters 
St. Joseph Orange, Daughters Mary and 
Joseph, Good Shepherd Sisters, and Sisters 
St. Dominic, Congregation the Most Holy 
Rosary (Adrian). All these devoted com- 
munities have done heroic and talented serv- 
ice the cause western education. They 
have preserved glorious tradition and are 
working toward solidly based future. 

The educational and cultural heritage 
San Francisco and its environs has long cap- 
tured the interest visitors. The Franciscan 
missions long ago, the California days 
Mark Twain, Bret Harte, John Stoddard, 
Robert Louis Stevenson, and Jack London, 
the flow races from many lands, the artis- 
tic heritage the city, and the scientific 
work Milliken and Lawrence have all pro- 
vided the stuff for cultural pattern great 
worth. such land this that the 
Catholic school system California has sunk 
its roots. 


Seminaries and Novitiates 


The archdiocese maintains two seminaries 
under the direction the Sulpician Fathers 
for the training its diocesan clergy. St. 
Patrick’s Seminary for philosophy 
ology students situated Menlo Park. St. 
Joseph’s College for high school and junior 
college students stands the base the 
Santa Cruz mountains near Mountain View. 
The Society Jesus has Sacred Heart Novi- 
tiate Los Gatos, while theological students 
pursue their course Alma College, Alma. 
The Dominican priests have constructed 
novitiate Ross, Marin County, and major 
seminary St. Albert the Great College, 
Oakland.

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Bad Start 


The President’s Commission Higher 
Education its six-volume report 
“Higher Education for American Democ- 
racy” gets off bad start. The very 
first paragraph the first chapter the 
first volume begins: 

“Education institution every 
civilized society but the purposes edu- 
cation are not the same all societies. 
educational system finds its guiding 
principles and ultimate goals the aims 
and philosophy the social order which 
functions. The two predominant types 
society the world today are the 
democratic and the authoritarian and the 
social role education very different 
the two systems.” 

This statement way restricted 
higher education bad example 
that “sociologism” which Jacques Maritain 
described the Terry lectures mis- 
conception modern education. illus- 
trates equally well another its miscon- 
ceptions, false idea about the end 
education. 

The primacy the inc all 
social ends education re- 
iterated over and over again and 
insisted without compromise. This does 
not mean that the social instrumentalities 
are not extremely important, even 
essential, part the making the in- 
dividual. But the objective education 
kind individual not kind society. 

Maritain states this criticism modern 
education thus: 


THE CATHOLIC SCHOOL JOURNAL 


“Here are confronted with fourth 
error misconception akin the third 
one, which derives the supreme rule and 
standard education from social condi- 
tioning. The essence education does not 
consist adapting potential citizen 
the conditions and interactions social 
life, but first making man, and this 
very fact preparing citizen. Not only 
nonsense oppose education for the 
person and education for the common- 
wealth, but the latter supposes the former 
prerequisite, and return the former 
impossible without the latter, for one 
does not make man except the bosom 
social ties where there awakening 
civic understanding and civic virtues.” 
shall return the Commission’s state- 
ment shortly, but through the 
report read under the heading the 
“Development the Individual” 
admirable statement: 

“The first goal education for democ- 
racy full, rounded, and continuing de- 
velopment the person. The discovery, 
training, and utilization individual tal- 
free society. liberate and perfect the 
intrinsic powers every citizen the 
central purpose democracy, its 
furtherance individual self-realization 
its greatest glory. 

free society necessarily composed 
free citizens, and men are not made 
free solely the absence external re- 
straints. Freedom function the mind 
and the spirit. flows from strength 
character, firmness conviction, integrity 
understanding, and the exercise discrim- 
inating judgment. consists freedom 
thought and conscience action. Free men 
are men who not only insist rights 
and liberties but who their own free 
will assume the corresponding responsibil- 
ities and obligations. 

“Tf our colleges and universities are 
graduate individuals who have learned how 
free, they will have concern them- 
selves with the development self-dis- 
cipline and self-reliance, ethical prin- 
ciples guide for conduct, sensitivity 
injustice and inequality, insight into 
human motives and aspirations, dis- 
criminating appreciation wide range 
human values, the spirit democratic 
compromise and 


This the concept that should have the 
primary position, the primary emphasis 
and the source guiding principles and 
ultimate goals. 

The opening sentence the second 
paragraph continues the kind thinking 
the first paragraph. read: 

“American society democracy: that 
its folkways and institutions, its arts 
and sciences and religion are based the 
principle equal freedom and equal rights 
for its members, regardless race, 
faith, sex, occupation, economic status.” 
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One wonders whether this what Stuart 
Chase calls the “Tyranny Words,” 
blah. What art based the principles 
equal freedom and equal rights for all 
the members democracy? What 
science based these principles? 
What religion based these prin- 
ciples, “regardless the faith the mem- 
bers”? These are merely suggestive the 
other questions that might answered 
with the same inevitable answer, blah. 

not know this time what the

Verbalism 


The basis the criticism education 
every age stems from verbalism words, 
words, words. The memory trained and 
the imagination neglected. Comenius 
called for sense realism and Pestalozzi 
emphasized “Anschauung.” Froebel devised 
“the gifts” and, though overemphasized 
symbols, his constructive criticism the 
education his day was the sight 
direction. 

the school became more and more 
divorced from life, was natural that 
should rely more and more words 
its work —on what conceived its 
work. relied the symbol and, instead 
meaning, the educational new result 
was word. Examination methods empha- 
sized words facility speech and glib- 
ness. The child’s intellectual world was 
papier-maché world. 

life became more urbanized and lost 
the rich experience rural life and life 
the natural outdoors, the situation was 
aggravated. The basic experience 
essary give meaning and significance 
the words the classroom was becoming 
thinner and thinner, and many areas 
disappeared. Words became counterfeit 
currency the intellectual life because 
there was gold personal experience 
stabilize and guarantee it. 

strange how the phrase Aristotle 
and St. Thomas, and Comenius has 
been revived every moment for educa- 
tional reform. The phrase is: There 
nothing the mind that not first the 
senses. This merely another way say- 
ing that the prevalent and ever recurring 
fault verbalism. the higher education 
call “academic” with its association 
unreality and loss contact with life. 

The audio-visual movement 
porary technique meet our own time, 
the inevitable criticism verbalism. 
part the effort provide more the 
tiple-sensory appeal. There much 
every way that can now bring into the 
classroom that other age could bring 
can bring great singers 


orators. can bring great events that 
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are past, and can bring them they 
happened the halls Congress, 
battlefields, ships sea, airplanes, 
the sky, submarines underseas. 
With television can bring events 


‘films they happen their actual set- 


tings more perfectly and from further 
distances the technique improved. 
These things will not take the place ex- 
perience, but will supplement and interpret 
more broadly and more vividly and more 
realistically than has been heretofore pos-

NEW SECONDARY CURRICULUM 

Tendencies toward departmentalization and vo- 
cationalism must resisted, the elective system 
must abandoned, and conventional textbooks 
must replaced thought-provoking books 
students are prepared take their places 
citizens, Clarence Faust Stanford Uni- 
versity and Reuben Frodin the University 
Chicago declared January 19. Writing 
Secondary-School Curriculum” the January 
The School Review, the educators recommend 
program general education for the secondary 
school meet the present failure the nation’s 
high schools. 

The curriculum proposes required courses 
the humanities, general history, 
tutions, mathematics, physical sciences, biology, 
and foreign languages. Courses are presented over 
four-year period daily class schedule 
seven periods fifty minutes each. 

differentiation made the course 
study for those going college and for those 
whose education will end with high school. Voca- 
tional courses and physical and social activities 
are provided the extracurricular program 
the school and the fourth year when only three 
courses are required. 

“Courses business training, homemaking, and 


manual training ought not substituted for 
parts the program general education,” the 
educators state. “They can permitted 
only amputating the general program and 
rendering impossible the welding its parts into 
carefully integrated whole. 

Outlining the social studies program the edu- 
cators call for two-year course general history 
—world history and geography —centering at- 
tention the time, place, and the role 
human purpose and thought. The course deals 
with Western Europe and the Americas, Eastern 
Europe and Russia, the Near East, India, and 
the Far East. mere textbook course the 
conventional ancient, medieval, and modern his- 
tory avoided careful consideration read- 
ing materials geography and history 
Herodotus the conflict the Greeks and 
the Persians, and Plutarch’s Lives. 

The prescription for the last two years social 
studies involves American institutions. The general 
objective the promotion intelligent citizen- 
ship through the study some the leading 
ideas which have expressed and influenced the 
culture the American people. The first year 
given over American history and the second 
the particular problems which democracy faces 
today. 

They recommend combination art, music, 
and literature courses into single course, and 
extension the present practice combining 
English writing with the study literature, art, 
and music. “The objectives instruction 
should practical rather than antiquarian. Stu- 
dents should, first all, learn what look 
for painting, what listen for piece 
music, and what give attention novel, 
play, 

The mathematics-science program cover five 
years includes study the sciences centered 
understanding the difficulties involved gain- 
ing knowledge the natural world and the 
methods man has used obtaining it. The study 
biology devoted knowledge the ac- 
tivities, structures, and life cycles variety 
plants and animals basis for thought about 
broader problems biology. 

Faust and Frodin recommend two years 
foreign language Latin, French, German 
the requirements for diploma. They would 
also provide third year for students who wish it.

outside world can tiring teaching. 


Tragedy 

there one among the readers who has 
not shuddered horror being told that 
she has “Study Hall Assignment” for the 
term, let such person speak now hold 
silence forever. Why kid ourselves with bit 
intellectual dishonesty? The 
should for study, but instead, what 
find? The student the side reading 
the latest trash the tabloid; the boy 
the center drawing funny pictures 
notebook; the very attentive person down 
front who seems reading large geog- 
raphy book, but really concealing some- 
thing else; the two little ones doing their 
best see who can blow the bubble 
chewing gum; the whistler you just can’t 
locate; and the three students who don’t 
belong study hall—they just cut their 
history class. Now add all this couple 
cat calls, general restlessness, fight 
here and there, with spitballs and wads 
paper flying through the air from time 
time, and you have worthy 
Rembrandt. When studied pedagogy back 
school, this was not the picture study 
hall. But then, alas, some those learned 
men who told how teach and hold dis- 
scipline never went through the experiences. 


Reformation

The Plan 


Step one the carrying out the program 


was distribute mimeographed sheets 
every official classroom teacher the school. 
These sheets were then read the student 
body. They were informed that under 
condition whatsoever was any talking take 
place the study hall; each student was 
set aside time for his homework; and that 
regular assigned seats would given each 
student. Previously the taking attendance 
had been mess and study how 
waste good time needlessly. had cards 
upon which each student’s name was written, 
one big card for each section. How could 
tell student was absent? Figure that 
one out yourself. This time had special 
Delany seating plan cards made for us. 
soon the students came into the study 
hall they were given their seats. Since the 
study hall was largé had 
balcony was our official auditorium 
thre was one empty seat separating each 
student. from his companion. Delany cards 
were then distributed the students. Name, 
official class, date, and seat number study 
hall were put the card. These were then 
inserted the large plan cards. have 
three sections downstairs, have three 
large plan cards. Trusted student aids were 
used take attendance instead teachers. 


That meant could watch the students con- 
stantly. student should absent, the 
aid merely turned the card over. wanted 
call student, from his seat the audi- 
torium, could find his name his card, 
Some schools have straight five-period-a- 
week study assignment for their students, 
Other schools, where minor subjects meet 
two, three, four times week, may have 
sliding scale. Upstairs the balcony 
placed all students who had less than five 
periods for study. The first time tried 
have students who had three four periods 
study week make out one card, but that 
caused difficulties because the aid had 
check cards. found the apparently hard 
way was the easiest, namely, had use 
five sets major plan cards the balcony. 
Where was possible, gave the student 
the same seat. The school issued absentee 
list daily could check missing students 
against the list. Those who cut were once 
reported the dean and official teacher. 


Teachers the Job 


With the taking attendance simplified, 
had energy left for the task keeping that 
study hall quiet. had two teachers assist 
downstairs and one upstairs. was agreed 
that teachers were not their lesson 
planning reading daily papers the 
study hall. Each teacher was seated 
strategic position the eyes could sweep 
over the study hall. Remarkable how students 
act when they know you are constantly watch- 
ing. And their brains are just nimble, 
they can spot the teacher who isn’t lookin; 
second. 

Students were told they could 
daily newspaper were part their history’ 
English assignment well use magazines 
which articles were assigned. Under 
condition was student talk. The old 
excuse, the first time” was out. Every 
time student tried that excuse 
got cold reply. “Did ever tell you about 
the man who killed three innocent people and 
then asked for mercy the ground was 
the first time?” Only one the youngsters 
was quick enough snap back, “But I’m not 
killer, all did was talk.” was inter- 
ested, first all, the reason for talking. 
tabulating them, were then able take 
remedial measures. Often found one stu- 
dent, talked his pal who had managed 
take the seat near him. changed seats, 
that was but minute’s with the card 
system, and more talking from that stu- 
dent for the rest the term. found many 
students did not bring into the study hall the 
big history books. borrowed dozen, 
and longer was the neighbor annoyed for 
loan. the case-of student who had been 
absent from school the day before, the 
personally would help get the assignment 
from another student. 
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Enforcing the Law 


Now let’s look the technique punish- 
ment for the talker. had twofold object 
mind. First prevent the student from 
doing again. Second serve preventive 
for the weak sister who might tempted 
talk. business looking card known com- 
plaint card was made out. The rest the 
students watched this being done. Next step 
was for myself take the student right out 
the auditorium leaving the other teachers 
charge. looked the student’s record. 
found other complaint, would 
hesitate and the student would say something 
like this, sir, going college, 
never been trouble before. don’t want 
that record.” would tell him 
would file tentatively, his were 
continually o.k., then will removed 
the end the term. the student had 
other complaint cards, then was taken 
the dean. noticed that the so-called tough 
cases consisted the students with string 
failures class subjects. The student 
would not his homework study hall, 
give the ever present excuse, “Have nothing 
do,” and look for opportunity speak. 
the end one year trying find good 
way handle these cases, hit upon 
almost perfect technique. the student had 
nothing do, eh? went his subject 
teacher and came back with special assign- 
ment done the study hall. Word 
this spread like wildfire among the students 
and finally had every student doing some- 
thing the study hall. 

Our school library was situated the 
fourth floor, the study hall the first floor. 
student wanted use the library instead 
the study hall, went directly the 
library where filled out pass giving his 
name, official class, and study hall seat..Ten 
minutes after the period started, these slips 
were then sent down with aid and used 
them checking attendance. teacher 
wanted student for make-up work some 
tequest for the student was sent the 
teacher concerned. The purpose 
prevent cutting. 


Service Students 


Last term group students studying 
modern history and American 
history asked whether would possible 
procure for them secondary text reference 
books. You can imagine how thrilled was 
with this request, study hall becoming 
place where students studied! procured some 
twenty these books. When student wanted 
one, merely went the table, where 
there was aid, pointed the book, signed 
receipt, and went back his seat with- 
out talking. 

Requests for leaving the room were studied. 
kept alphabetical record the time 
When student left and when student returned. 
two students out given time. That 


frankly was prevent the possibility one 
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getting cigarette and trying out 
the building for smoke. Where repeated 
requests were noted, the fact was called 
the attention the dean. 
examination warranted? Should the student’s 
parent notified? 

Since had the study hall continuous 
operation, one period after another, found 
best have the students come one 
set doors and leave another. This was 
justified the ground safety and effi- 
ciency. The first term dismissal was tried 
having the students line few minutes 
ahead dismissal. This was flop. For here 
were creating the situation wanted 
avoid opportunity talk. The present 
successful method consists having them 
work until the last given second, and then 
dismissing them just the bell rings. 
surprised how quickly they can get every- 
thing ready when they get used it. 


Student Aids 


final word about student aids. Too many 
can nuisance. used four main attend- 
ance aids downstairs and one upstairs. Then 
two door aids the side and one the back. 
And they were more efficient than the squad 
once had back the days when the 
study hall was blood, sweat, and jeers. Teachers 
would drop visit and see were 
true that here was place where students 
could study and you have perfect quietness. 
The height success came the day the 
principal visited and observed student 
tight quiet was the study hall! 

Strange may seem some people, 
many students were grateful because they 
finally had chance use time the 
school their homework. And why not? 
study hall now place where students 
study.

Make the editorial page your school 
paper interesting that will read 
the entire student body, and, thereby, succeed 
Catholic Action.

Interview four five student leaders 
what the sacraments mean them, 
some other equally vital Catholic matter. Hero 
worship will prompt classmates read and 
emulate what these leaders uphold. 

Run series popular saints those 
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whose feast days come during the school year. 
Stress just those aspects their lives which 
persuade students higher ideals. For 
example, the sketch Don Bosco should 
inspire boy think, “Some day I’m going 
help influence boys for the better, even 
minor capacity. can also this 
being good father sons.” 

Besides these religious ideas there are 
numerous secular matters which help 
brighten the editorial page. few these 
are: 

vocational series consisting inter- 
views with local workers the various profes- 
sions. Photographs showing the work action 
are effective with these. 

Reminiscences and letters from past edi- 
tors the paper help foster loyalty 
the school. 

play presented the school ordinarily 
belongs the news section the paper, but 
the philosophy behind it, the lesson 
drawn frequently can form the basis for 
good editorial. 

Book reviews and poetry add the 
editorial page the school has literary 
quarterly which they can 
the time the review appears the paper 
the book longer news, therefore 
feature controversial point some 
current best seller much more satisfactory. 
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The same holds for film reviews and slangy 
chatter about the latest musical records which 
just much wasted space the 
publication. 

Student profiles, especially the seniors 
are appropriate “names make news,” but 
they should stress the worth-while aspects 
the individual, and the qualities that make 
him worth-while member the student 
body. The popular type written light 
vein and stressing the color the individual’s 
eyes and hair, his taste for Ecstasy,” 
and his ability jump over hedges, lowers 
the standards the paper. 

column Chitchat Bits about stu- 
dents attracts readers, but never, never, the 
so-called Gossip Column. 

which tie with articles are definite assets 
the section. 

The use these and similar suggestions 
and the avoidance static make-up and 
standing heads will keep the editorial page 
alive. also well frequently send 
questionnaires among the students discover 
what they prefer that page, then eliminate 
remedy the items which are least read, 
and try slant more articles their tastes. 
Work harder this than any other part 
the school paper, for great means 
Catholic influence.

The buoyancy hope the great enter- 
prise for peace, permanent peace, was gone; 
the “tragedy failure” was stalking in. Dis- 
countenanced foreign powers, the great 
War President was repudiated his own— 
the ‘Congressional the 
“supremest” defeat history. 

But not yet did the courageous warrior for 
the common good relinquish the fight. The 
Western Tour speeches comprise 
momentous effort help make the world 
aright again. League Nations, compact 
nations all over the world prevent ever 
again the possibility war the aggressor, 
solemn agreement between nations 
prevent all this was Wilson’s last hope 
cruelly crushed. What the 
world and the peoples the world could not 
that time comprehend, the bitter reality 
World War has taught.

Although the great soul the man who 
stood alone was crushed the defeat his 
purpose, his ideal lives the heroic souls 
those who are even now trying save 
the world for lasting peace.

Italy 
Campocavello

hung upon them two plain cheap pictures, 
about inches. One was the Sacred 
Heart; the other Our Lady Sorrows. the 
latter, our Lady represented seated, her 
heart pierced with seven swords. her lap 
laid the lifeless form her Divine Son. Her 
eyes are raised heaven. Poor though the 
picture was, won the hearts the simple 
Italian peasantry. They would kneel before it, 
and, reverent love and faith, pour forth their 
fervent prayers her who ever source 
strength the suffering and the sad 
heart. 

Thus the feast Corpus Christi, 1892, 
woman lingered after Mass pray 
her beloved Mother. she prayed and looked 
the picture, she saw large tears that 
gathered the eyes the Madonna and fell 
over the body her dead Son. Believing that 
her eyes must deceiving her, she asked 
some others the chapel come with her and 
see. They all beheld the wonder: tears were 
flowing from the eyes the Madonna. 
many people saw this that group men was 
sent there investigate it. One the men 
took down the picture, and removed from 
the frame, see there could any hidden 
trick. Next, wiped the glass and painting, 
when the eyes the Madonna were gently 
lowered, and looked full into his. Beside him- 
self with wonder, took from his finger 
gold ring, and hung from the 
token homage and love. That 
evening large crowd people beheld the 
tears and saw our Lady lower her eyes, then 
taise them heaven again.

Genazanno 


1467, the little town Genazanno, 
Italy, beautiful strains music were heard 
the sky. Then the people saw white cloud, 
darting forth rays light, which later de- 
scended and rested the wall ruined 
chapel there. The bells the chapel began 
ring, but hand did it. Then every bell 
the town began ring. The people gathered 
round the cloud the wall the church and 
they beheld image our Lady, holding 
the Divine Child her arms, the picture 
now call Our Lady Good Counsel. 

this very time there lived Albania 
two very pious men who loved pray before 
their image the Madonna Scutari. They 
were about depart from their native land, 
but first they must visit their dear Madonna. 
they gazed her, the image detached 
itself from the wall and floated off white 
cloud toward the sea. they continued 
follow, they walked the water, reaching 
the shores Italy, and the city Rome. Here 
the picture disappeared. While they went from 
church, seeking their Madonna, 
news reached Rome the wonderful incident 
Genazanno. They hurried the little town, 
and there, their delight, they found their 
beloved image, stationed the walls the 
ruins the Augustinian Church, where, this 
day, surrounded the costliest ornaments, 
hangs suspended, untarnished the lapse 
more than four centuries. 


Netunno 

Now that the ravages war longer 
threaten Rome, the Madonnas taken there for 
safe keeping are being carried back their 
native shrines. statue the Madonna 
Grace, brought Rome refugees from 
Netunno, was escorted home procession, 
the sanctuary the church Netunno, 
which escaped damage the heavy fight- 
ing. The image the Blessed Virgin 
Divine Love was transferred, Vatican 
truck, decorated with flowers, from the church 
St. Ignatius the sanctuary Castel 
Liva. will recalled that was the foot 
this statue that His Holiness Pope Pius 
went offer prayer thanksgiving the 
Blessed Virgin, that Rome had been spared 
the horrors war. 


Switzerland 
Schwarzsee Chapel 
The inhabitants the Zermatt region 
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around famed Mt. Matterhorn, Switzerland, 
often repeat old legend relating how our 
Lady saved two shepherds who had become 
lost storm the year 1500. thank 
offering, the two shepherds erected chapel 
the Virgin’s honor. Here the tiny 
Schwarzsee Chapel, the devout peasants have 
high Mass thanksgiving honor Our 
Lady the Snows. 


Locarno 


The most prominent feature Locarno 
the Church Our Lady the Rock which 
stands alone more than 1100 feet 
position beauty and grandeur. 

1480 pious monk had vision which 
the Mother Jesus bade him build church 
there, and this magnificent structure the 
result his obedience. The monastery 
the Order Franciscans which was founded 
Locarno during the lifetime St. Francis 
Assisi. The pile buildings reached 
funicular railway, but there zigzag steep 
pebbled footway which the original pilgrim’s 
road, branching, when halfway up, right 
and left. One road marked, here and there, 
with scenes our Lord’s passion represented 
terra cotta plates set into solid walls. 
Pilgrims climb here every year for blessing 
and inspiration, resting here and there the 
way up. the end this road the west 
door the Church. you took the other 
road, you would enter the corridor where you 
could see alcove representation 
the Last Supper. Here are the figures 
plaster, life size, seated plain table 
which are the remains simple meal. 

The shrine Our Lady the Rock 
lacework supreme grace with its airy clois- 
ters and harmonious portico. The voice its 
bells has the purity bird’s flight 
hovers, morning, noon, and night, over the 
hills and the waters. Here place pray 
our Lady. 

Poland 


Czestochowa 


Czestochowa the most ancient shrine 
Poland, also called the Black Madonna. 
painted cypress wood, and many think 
was painted St. Luke Nazareth. This 
not known for certain. The image was brought. 
Poland the Paulites 1382. Thousands 
made pilgrimages the shrine. 1655, the 
Poles conquered the Swedes through the inter- 
cession Our Lady Czestochowa. 1770 
Count Pulaski defended against siege 
the Russians. This the same Count Pulaski 
who had flee his country 1772 when 
some modern historians have tried clear. 
1776, met Benjamin Franklin France 
and offered his services aid the colonies. 
gave much aid and led the conquering 
troops Savannah 1779. 

For many years thousands pilgrims 
bright dresses, and their knees, made their 
way the lane our Lady’s shrine. Not 
now. Those pilgrims are either slain scat- 
tered every part the world, but their 
hearts, their crowning love devotion our 
blessed Queen the crown Poland.

interesting fact about the Polish devo- 
tion the Blessed Virgin that 115 the 
1200 images specially venerated that coun- 
try have received the honor solemn conse- 
cration. 


Our Lady Expelled 


Mary has new title Poland, that Our 
Lady Expelled. Under this title, the patriots 
the underground invoke her, and many 
Poles carry prayer card asking her aid 
Patroness the exiled and homeless. 

There interesting story back our 
Lady’s unusual title. certain Polish town 
there stood wayside statue Mary, where, 
every evening, the people the town used 
pray. Then the war broke out, Poland was 
overrun, and there came the town 
German governor. 


The townspeople prayed before the statue 
more fervently than before, and heaped 
flowers its feet, beseeching Mary “Queen 
the Polish Crown.” When the Governor 
heard this royal title, flew into rage. 
“The fools!” roared; “do the Poles not 
know that there longer Polish queen, 
that Poland has ceased ordered 
the statue thrown dunghill. 

Under cover night, the faithful Poles 
retrieved the statue, took secret chapel, 
and there, Our Lady Expelled, stands 
today. 


Alsace-Lorraine 


Mount Sion located Alsace-Lorraine. 
From can seen towns and villages 
which stud the country that for centuries has 
been the battleground for empires. one time 
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Roman garrison occupied the peak, but now 
Blessed Virgin. known the shrine 
Our Lady Sion. 980 our Lady appeared 
Bishop Gerard, asking him build shrine 
her honor this mountaintop. erected 
small chapel, and there many miracles were 
worked. many visited the shrine and 
such large groups that chaplain was 
pointed for the church 1627, putting into 
the hands the Franciscans, who built new 
church 1749, During the French Revolution, 
the priests were put out, the statue smashed 
bits and public worship forbidden. 

When the Revolution had quieted down, 
loving hands repaired the shrine, and brought 
statue from one the near-by colleges, and 
10,000 souls went pilgrimage. Gradually 
parts the church were repaired, and, 
1873, the present huge silver statue honor 
the Immaculate Conception was erected 
the Oblate Fathers. have not learned what 
the invading armies World War have 
done this shrine, but sincerely hope that 
from the heights Sion, our Lady may soon 
make peace reality that land. 


Belgium 


The original statue Our Lady 
Hanswijk, carved out walnut, 
venerated Belgium since 988. There 
continuous pilgrimage the church where 
the miraculous venerated. The 
pageant held every years. 

The ancient statue Our Lady Aber- 
deen not Scotland but Brussels. was 
smuggled there penal days escape de- 
struction, and now the Belgians refuse 
relinquish it. Aberdeen has only copy it. 


France 
Our Lady Bologne 


American seamen carried the statue Our 
Lady Bologne the first religious proces- 
sion, witnessed 5000 inhabitants 
French town, since the German occupation. 
The honor bearing the historic statue and 
serving guard honor was accorded 
the American liberators. The traditional pil- 
grimage procession Our Lady Bologne 
dates back 1638 following the apparition 
Bologne harbor. peacetime the statue 
carried from town town every year. The 
procession which the Americans took part 
started 1942, traveling south, then west 
Lourdes, sometimes through lines, and 
back Bologne two years later. 


Our Lady Lourdes 


About hundred years ago little girl was 
born the mountain town Lourdes, 
France. the age 13, while she was out 
seeking for firewood with her sisters, she heard 
rushing noise, but could see cause for it. 
Suddenly one the niches the surrounding 


cliffs was aglow with light, and there stood 


lady white. fright the child knelt and 


said her rosary. The vision grew brighter. 


woman marvelous beauty and queenly 
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stood smiling down the child. Her snowy 


raiment flowed her uncovered feet, 
each which bloomed golden rose. She was 
girt with cincture azure. Her hands were 
joined prayer her heart, and rosary 
hung from her heart. 

The child was Bernadette, and she crossed 
herself and said the Apostles’ Creed, the Hail 
Mary, and the Our Father. When the last 
word was uttered, the lady vanished. Berna- 
dette’s sisters saw nothing. Her mother thought 
she was dreaming and she forbade her 
back those rocks again. However, the fol- 
lowing Sunday she allowed her again. 
This time they brought some holy water, and 
when she saw the lovely lady, she sprinkled 
the rocks with holy water. Then she said, “If 
you are from God, come nearer; you are 
from the devil, away.” The lady smiled 
and drew closer.

Recently Jew was 
impressed that when was great 
danger being his enemies, 
made promise that ever got out 
the danger, would write book about this 
girl and this shrine. would call The Song 
plying comfort and strength and faith the 
whole world. The book has since gone into 
the movies, and hundreds thousands have 
seen the picture.

Granada 

Granada, Spain, there statue Our 
Lady Anguish. She wears cloak bearing 
620 stars lieutenants killed the Civil 
War. Each officer the war had gold star 
woven, which bequeathed our Lady 
his death. 


Saragossa 


The first church dedicated our Lady was 
erected Saragossa, where she, while still 
alive Palestine, appeared St. James 
the year 40. Our Lady was surrounded 
angels, one which carried jaspar pillar 
with wooden statue the Madonna and 
Child. She told St. James that our Lord had 
chosen Saragossa for temple and house 
prayer where, under the invocation her 
name, wished adored and served.

Queen Isabella came fre- 
quently and offered priceless jewels. The Feast 
Our Lady the Pillar celebrated with 
great pomp and ceremony October 12. 
the eleventh, bands parade the streets. 
early o’clock the morning crowds start 
enter the church, and when the 
solemn Mass begins, packed that 
difficult move. All day long streams 
people come make their devotions, the cere- 
monies ending with the solemn chanting the 
Hail Holy Queen, sunset. The city puts 
holiday attire for week, all work sus- 
pended, and visitors pour in, attend the 
devotions and take part rejoicings. 

God will surely hear the prayers Our 
Lady the Pillar for Spain, and the supplica- 
tions the many martyrs who recently have 
shed their blood there, that Spain may wit- 
ness the rebirth true Christian civilization. 


Monserrat 


Madonna which now more than thousand 
years old. Before it, the great St. Ignatius 
Loyola, Spanish cavalier and army captain, 
surrendered grace. giving the world 
and deciding live for Christ alone, kept 
romantic vigil this shrine where left 
his sword the feet our Lady.

Seville 


Seville Spain, the natives honored 
our Lady under the title Our Lady Hope, 
the Macarena. They had her statue enthroned 
with great ceremony and made cloth garments 
for it. The poor working people saved for 
many years place its head golden 
crown, studded with many jewels, reputed the 
most valuable crown the world, along with 
costing the greatest amount sacrifice. After 
the Communists swept the countryside, the 
people Seville found that their church had 
been destroyed, but some daring 
rescued the statue before the coming the 
enemy. soon Toledo was taken, and the 
Catholics were sure that Franco’s soldiers 
were forging ahead, the Spanish people knew 
that was safe bring our Lady’s statue 
out hiding. She must freshly clothed for 
the procession thanksgiving, and these 
garments they borrowed from one the 
sodalities. Spanish processions are the loveliest 
things the world. The whole town there. 
this particular procession, the statue 
our Lady leads, followed all the people, 
who file into church. There they stay all night, 
keeping our Lady company, and they say the 
rosary dawn. Our Lady Hope represents 
the hope for the victory the Spanish people, 
for new Christian Spain. 

the morning after this particular pro- 
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cession, the people removed the beautiful 
golden crown from the head our Lady, and 
handed the general offering the 
army. They decided that never again would 
our Lady wear crown gold, but crown 
sacrifice wherein would proved more 
strongly their love. They decided collect 
the bullets that had killed wounded their 
men, the copper from which would melted 
down into crown for Our Lady Hope. This 
the deep faith the Spanish people. 


Portugal 
Our Lady Fatima 


the third year World War Pope 
Benedict issued earnest appeal for 
world crusade prayer our Lady end 
the terrible war. Eight days later, May 13, 
the Blessed Virgin appeared three little 
shepherds Fatima, tiny town just north 
Lisbon Portugal. Lucy Santos, 10, and 
her two cousins, Francis and Jacinta Martin, 
aged and were watching their sheep when 
our Lady appeared them. Dressed white, 
she had gold-edged mantle which covered 
her head and body. gold cord ending 
tassel hung around her neck. She beckoned 
the children, and asked them come her 
there the thirteenth each month until 
October. 

When the children told home the 
apparition, not many believed them; however, 
about people accompanied them the 
thirteenth June. When the Lady appeared 
now, she again urged the children say the 
rosary, and say with great attention, 
giving them aspiration say extra after 
every Gloria. The following month 5000 people 
were the scene the meeting. this time, 
our Lady said the children, “You must 
recite the rosary every day honor the 
Blessed Virgin, obtain the end the war.” 
Here, too, the Lady foretold World War II: 
“When you see the night illuminated 
unknown light, know that the great sign 
which God giving you indicating that the 
world account its innumerable crimes, 
will soon punished war, famine, and 
persecutions against the church and the Holy 
Father. order stop it, shall ask 
for the consecration the world Im- 
maculate Heart, well Communion 
reparation the first Saturday each month. 
requests are granted, Russia will 
converted and there will peace. Otherwise 
impious propaganda will spread its errors 
through the world, raising wars and per- 
secutions against the Church. Many will 
martyred, the Holy Father will have much 
suffer; several nations will wiped 
Immaculate Heart will finally triumph. 
your Lady the Rosary.” 

Many people who hated God wanted 
punish the children for telling these appari- 
tions. However, 30,000 people gathered the 
spot September, and 70,000 October. 
Lucy asked the Lady who she was second 
time, and she answered, the Lady 
the Rosary, and have come warn the faith- 
ful. They must say the rosary.” She also 
asked that church built the spot where 
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she was standing. After many trials and hard- 
ships, the devout clients Mary have built 
beautiful basilica, eventually sur- 
rounded rosary chapels, the hallowed 
spot.

Fatima?

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few went out they had walk; but, the 
people Scotland waited patiently, and now 
Mary has again gathered her absent children 
her loving heart. 


England 


1601, our Lady appeared English 
widow asking her build house like the 
holy house Nazareth, honor the 
Annunciation. Richeldis obeyed once, and 
angels carried the house the spot, between 
two springs, where the Shrine Walsingham 
was established. Not long afterward, statue 
our Lady appeared the house, and 
one knew whence had come. The house was 
now enclosed magnificent Gothic Church 
the care the Augustinian Fathers, and 
the street named Palmer’s Way, meaning the 
road the pilgrims. Thousands visited the 
shrine, stopping the previous town take 
off their slippers, and going the rest the 
way barefoot. Many Kings England visited 
there, and even David and Robert Bruce went 
pray the English Shrine Walsingham. 

know how Henry VIII turned against 
the Church and made himself the head the 
Church England, and 1534, ordered 
all the shrines our Lady destroyed. Anyone 
who tried prevent this was martyred. For 
long time Walsingham was ruins. How- 
ever, 1850, the Catholic Church again was 
allowed grow England. Miss Charlotte 
Boyd bought the old church property, and 
gave the Church. August 19, 1934, 
10,000 pilgrims went procession re- 
establish this ancient shrine. There they found 
statue very closely resembling the old statue, 
and one could say whence came. Be- 
cause the shrine was honor the Annun- 
ciation, the procession repeated continuously 
the Hail Mary. The enthusiasm the English 
Catholics since then has not cooled. 1938, 
7500 children went pilgrimage the 
shrine. English sailors always have been de- 
voted Our Lady Walsingham the 
shrine only three miles from the North Sea. 
the English people will but return her, 
did their Catholic ancestors, may live see 
the conversion many Englishmen, for this 
has slogan, England returns 
Walsingham, England will return the 
faith.” 


Eire 

Our Lady Graces 

The image Our Lady Graces was found 
beam timber cast ashore Youchal, 
some time the first half the fifteenth 
century. was venerated the Dominican 
Abbey Youchal until the outbreak Eliza- 
beth’s Protestant persecution, and said 
have been famous the time, for numerous 
miracles. now St. Mary’s Church, 
Cork. Copies carved stone, oil painting, 
and stained glass, are seen the paro- 
chial church, Youchal, where still 
cherished object popular devotion.

Our Lady Knock 


the evening August 21, 1879, the 
Parish Church Knock, County Mayo, was 
the scene beautiful and singular spectacle, 
about o’clock that evening, few 
villagers, passing the church, noticed that 
large gable the church was bathed 
wonderful light. Rain was falling and was 
being blown against the wall, but the wall 
remained dry. Standing the midst the 
light was our Lady, with St.. Joseph her 
right, and St. John her left, attired 
bishop, his left hand holding book, and his 
right raised preaching. the left 
St. John there appeared altar which 
was lamb, bearing cross. The vision was 
seen for fully two hours. The figures were 
motionless and silent. 

Although the priests Knock have shown 
great reserve regarding this unusual vision, 
devotion Our Lady Knock has steadily 
increased. one time, the priest burned all 
the crutches and canes left the shrine, but 
the pilgrims continued thousands, and 
there have been thousands cures. The 
church set high the mountains, and all 
who visit the shrine must come foot. Even 
late 1943, the opening the pilgrim- 
age season, there was among the pilgrims 
priest from Dublin who was cured spinal 
disease the shrine three years previously. 
had spent more than five years stretcher, 
and walked after years illness. 
attributes his cure our Blessed Mother, and 
made the 1943 pilgrimage thanksgiving. 
Also among the crowd was boy from Sligo 
who was cured tuberculosis the shrine 
two years previously. Invalids are provided 
with care the Medical Bureau the 
near-by convent. Nurses are hand aid 
the invalids, and wheel chairs are provided. 
There are always pilgrims from Dublin and 
Cork and Galway; the people these three 
counties have deep devotion Our Lady 
Knock. Mrs. Mary O’Connell, 92-year-old Irish 
woman, who lives near-by farmhouse 
the west Ireland, and Patrick Bierne-are 
the two living witnesses the original miracle. 

Our journey through Europe ends here, and 
are loathe leave this genuinely Catholic 
atmosphere. note the fertile fields, the 
friendly faces, their reverence prayer, and 
agree with the many writers who proclaim 
that the people Ireland are remarkable for 
devotion the Holy See, love Mary, and 
the modesty their women. God bless the 
Green Isle.

Religious Training the Kindergarten 


There has been some controversy 
whether the kindergarten should part 
the Catholic school. who are kindergarten 
teachers should realize that there challenge 
this controversy. through the kinder- 
garten our children begin know and love 
God and form desirable habits and ways 
thinking and acting, can certain 
that the kindergarten does belong. 

must foster ourselves awareness 
the fact that each moment the day 
are teaching the child love God. teach 
our kindness unkindness, our skill 
helping him live with others co-operatively, 
our skill teaching him respect the 
personalities others, appreciate the gifts 
others, and show sympathy for the 
needs and handicaps others. All day our 
practical love God His little children 
will teach them love Him not love 
Him. We, together with their home environ- 
ment, are the artists who each day form 
them either divine pattern one devoid 
the divine. 

The teacher should remember that she 
responsible for the atmosphere the kinder- 
garten. She can create environment which 
children will remember with joy, because here 
they had opportunity engage activities 
suited their talents, their development, 
and their needs. Here they played. Here 
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they learned the joy achievement through 
real and consistent effort. Here they received 
praise and recognition. Here they grew 
self-respect and self-confidence. Here they 
learned that each one important the eyes 
loving heavenly Father. 

Instruction religious truth has place 
kindergarten and very important place. 
The religion period will not suffice wish 
this instruction effective. Religion must 
part every activity the day. Chil- 
dren should become aware God’s presence. 
For know that always near 
caring for our every need. 

have, the article, Training for Excur- 
sions, taken the technique training for 
the controls needed during visit the parish 
church. This training must given before 
and during each church. Children 
easily forget their church “manners.” They 
need much training self-control. 


The Pastor’s Visit 


One the first experiences Catholic 
kindergarten the visit the pastor the 
classroom. There should definite training 
for this visit. well tell the children 
beforehand the pastor’s visit. Who is, 
whom represents, what will do, and 
whose stead will this. Most children 
know lives heaven with God the 
Father, that when lived earth 
blessed children. will easy for

story conversation period. this 
preparation background, the pastor’s visit 
and blessing will have some meaning. After 
the blessing, when the pastor has gone, ques- 
tions may answered and comments made 
which will help the children know how 
more ready for Father’s next visit. the 
occasion the pastor’s successive visits the 
children’s background should enriched 
through story and conversation. What 
want from this experience that the children 
begin have reverence for the priesthood 
and associate the priest with Christ. This 
experience will lead the first prayers said 
formally the kindergarten. kneel for 
the blessing, fold our hands, and, after the 
priest blesses us, bless ourselves. 

know there are Sisters who feel that 
kneeling for prayer too hard the five- 
year-old. That the case the prayer period 
long and tiring, otherwise not. Children 
have learned kneel home; why not 
kneel school. When children show that they 
are too tired that they not understand, 
let them leave the group and sit near by, 
watching until they feel they are ready 
take part. Explain them that hard 
kneel with folded hands, but that 
important learn what hard. Just 
Jesus did much that was hard because 
loved us, can learn kneel quietly 
and say our prayers attentively for Him. 
Reverence and self-control prayer must 
built gradually. make prayer more 
interesting, lighted candles may used.

Now the 
curtain pulled away and shepherds, the 
Wise Men, and the children each turn 
come before the crib and kneel profound 
adoration. ‘The carolers sing again and again 
the chorus the Adeste English until 
time for the children arrive. Then they 
sing, dear little children, come one and 
all. come the baby Bethlehem’s stall, 
and now the baby what gift shall bring? 
all give our love the dear little King.” 
After the song the children adoring the Christ 
Child say together, “Dear Jesus, love You.” 
they say this they hold their gifts high, 
and then place them before the crib adoring 
profoundly. Each group, the shepherds, the 
Wise Men, and the children, say these same 
words. “Dear Jesus, love You,” they 
adore. The Wise Men offer their gifts the 
same manner the children do, first holding 
them high all may see that they have 
gifts. After all have adored, they stand 
places near the crib, except the last adorers,

Christianizing the Gang Spirit 


SYCHOLOGY has yet thrown little light 

the underlying causes the gang 
phenomenon, except note that there 
tendency for boys and girls the same 
chronological and mental ages associate 
with one another, thus verifying the old axiom 
about birds feather. 

the most interesting and important 
period individual’s development. The 
greatest manifestation socialization here 
makes its introduction. Beginning roughly 
the age ten, the youth’s interests are 
shifted from home and its immediate sur- 
roundings crowd approximately his own 
age. This gang characterized intense 
spirit loyalty the group, and its 
purposes.

Not only physical growth ex- 
tremely rapid, but mental development, too, 
reaches its perfection, since period 
also great socialization. The boy emerges 
from citizen. this period there de- 
velops psychological attitude which affects 
the adolescent’s whole personality. 
period which finds the youth individual, 
and leaves him member social whole. 


Gang Psychology 


The social instinct the magnet drawing 
particular group together. There are five 
other important tangents that encircle the 
group: age, intelligence, 
ment, common interest, and common moral 
standards. With these characteristics another 
link the gang psychology. This evident 
and basically crowd psychology. Together 
the gang will things which the individual 
will not alone. 

The present century often called the 
“Century the Child.” the present gen- 
eration can merit this title, will our 
everlasting glory. For with the child lies 
our hope. Today never before history 
the adolescent daring assert himself, 
demand rights and privileges, and even 
shown all mysteries and all knowledge. 
these gangs are formed with worthy motive 
and proper support and guidance given, 
these gangs can develop and benefit each 
member. However much harm can come 
has been shown the formative motive 
improper. Ordinarily the gang does not origi- 
nate with destruction for goal. This 
stimulated through numerous channels. Their 
reading, movies, get-even measure are 
often the beacon lighting the wrong path. 
Cardinal Newman said, “It does not 
beat the life out youth—the life 
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aspirations, excitement, and enthusiasm. 
Older men live reason, habit, and self- 
control, but the young live vision.” 


Sympathy and Advice Needed 


Boys and girls alike, unless educated sym- 
pathetically the meaning their relation- 
ships, and given opportunity 
come know one another human beings 
with common problems, can develop strangely 
warped mentalities rebel violently against 
unfair and indeed un-Christian repression. 
Parents are usually noncommunicative this 
matter, that boys and girls are initiated 
into knowledge their more mature and 
highly strung companions, the prurient 
jargon that spawned from private places 


out into the open sidewalks and fences, 


from the occasional revelations inconsider- 
ate adults, from sly reading encyclo- 
pedias family medical books. Alley educa- 
tion increases the sense confusion and 
shame. Contact with the outlook and conduct 
others simply heightens the sense 
personal confusion; and the entire matter, 
the adolescent often feels desperately alone. 
Adolescence time intense shyness. Its 
problems seem unusual, unique, out line 
with what thinks others experience. needs 
time break through the wall reserve, 
and things go, today, almost one 
willing give the needed time. 

quote the real friend boys, Father 
Flanagan, “There such thing really 
bad boy.” other words, there good 
all. Just give the boy chance, lift, 
encouragement, guide show the right 
path honorable Christian manhood. Life 
just real for him for his elders, 
and just full problems. groping 
for expression and sympathy; thence the gang 
born.
